IMPLEMENTATION  OF  MEASURE  JJJ  (AKA  BUILD  BETTER  L.A.) 

On  November  8,  voters  approved  Measure  JJJ.  The  City  is  working  to  determine  how  to  implement  this 
measure  and  will  share  progress  with  CCA  members.  Measure  JJJ  will  apply  to  residential  projects  with 
ten  or  more  units  that  are  seeking  an  entitlement  from  the  City  that  increases  development  rights.  These 
projects  will  have  to  pay  prevailing  wage,  hire  local  residents  and  include  affordable  housing  in  their 
projects  or  pay  an  in-lieu  fee.

REVISED  BIKE  PARKING  ORDINANCE 

City  Planning  released  amendments  to  revise  the  Bike  Parking  Ordinance.  The  revisions  integrate 
lessons  learned  from  past  developments  and  incorporate  greater  flexibility  for  bike  parking.  Specifically,  it 
allows  bike  parking  to  be  contained  within  the  dwelling  unit,  and  it  revises  the  bike  parking  requirement 
from  "per  bedroom"  to  "per  unit."  CCA  members  are  invited  to  learn  about  the  update  and  provide  input.

CAMPAIGN  UPDATE:  NEIGHBORHOOD  INTEGRITY  INITIATIVE 

The  Neighborhood  Integrity  Initiative  will  be  on  the  March  2017  ballot.  If  approved,  it  will  place  a 
moratorium  on  all  projects  requesting  a  General  Plan  Amendment  (GPA),  Zone  Change  (ZC)  or  Height 
District  (HD)  Change.
